Hamptons Subway has partnered with a 
Silicon Valley company called Environmental 
Bunny Rabbit (EBR) to bring a “back to nature 
environment” of special interest to subway 
riders beginning August 1. This environment, 
actually a weather environment, will take place 
down in the tunnel that goes for six miles 
between the East Hampton stop to the Sag 
_Harbor stop. EBR workmen have been down in

THE NE MONTAUK 


Billionaires Buy Nightspots and Take the Properties Upscale 


BY DAN RATTINER 


eginning two summers ago, it appeared that 

Montauk might become a big party town 
with drunken brawlers and all-night parties. 
The number of loud nightspots was increasing. 
-The number of ill-mannered vacationers looking 
for a good time was on the upswing. Everyone 
in these parts—including this writer, who spent 
his youth in Montauk—was getting upset. 

Last summer, the town brought in loads of 
summer cops to try to keep a lid on things. But 
it had little effect. As a result, over the winter, 
the town passed still newer ordinances against 
party hours and group houses. 

It seemed to many that driving the partygoers 
away might not be in the commercial interest 
of the town. But the fact is that the Northeast 
is littered with many towns that descended 
to these depths and remained so for a while, 
becoming repositories for trash and garbage. 
Finally, even the partygoers found a new party 
town to invade. And so it seemed that Montauk, 
in the grips of this, would lose either way. They 
could go with the flow or send ’em packing. 
Desolation would follow. Was there anything 
that anybody could do? 


As it has turned out this summer, the town 
has been saved for another day by a totally 
unexpected group of people. Billionaires. 
Billionaires and millionaires from the Hamptons 
and elsewhere, almost all of whom are upscale 
resort businessmen or WallStreet entrepreneurs 
who have houses in or near Montauk. Who 
could have imagined this? 

The thing is that Montauk is worth saving. 
People love it here. People loved it here when 
the fishermen were ascendant. They loved it 
as a motel town for families. They loved it as 
a surfing community. And they loved it—but 
so did the nightclub people—as a windswept 
summer place totally away from it all, with 
fabulous beaches, ranches, sports and hiking. 

You can’t blame the nightclub people. For 
half a century, the old resort motel families 
held sway here. But that was fading. Those who 
haven't been here for a few years should know 
that Giordano’s was sold, Salivar’s was sold, the 
old Shagwong got sold, Pier One was sold, the 
Ronjo was sold. The Shepherd’s Neck Inn was 
sold. Ruschmeyer’s and Navy Beach and Crow’s 
Nest got sold. Many became restaurants and 
nightspots with the same familiar names, since 
the buyers of these places—many well-known 


nightclub owners from New York—turned 
some of them into places that became loud 
3 o’clock-in-the-morning clubs catering to the 
noisy patrons they knew from back in the city. 
But what these nightspot owners did not know 
was Montauk. They knew only nightspots. 

Now billionaires have bought out many 
of the nightclub owners, renovated the 
establishments and re-opened them again as 
upscale restaurants, cafés and well-behaved 
nightspots that appeal to the wealthy. 

Before I get to who these people are, | should 
like to say. to everyone that Montauk is blessed 
with hundreds of retail establishments. There 
will remain nightspots for the young. There will 
remain fishing restaurants. There will remain 
some of the great motels. There is room for 
everybody. This is just a shifting of the gears 
into a new direction that will in the long term 
benefit the town and keep it safe for the future. 
Yes, some without the wherewithal will be 
unable to go to some places. But the John’s 
Drive-In will remain. The miniature golf and 
boat rental will remain. And I would bet that 
there will always be a Gosman’s Dock the way 
it was, and even a Salivar’s, already surviving 
under new ownership to (Cont'd on next page) 
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put its best foot forward for the fishermen 
and their families and friends. I also suspect 
that “Lunch” on the Napeauge will be serving 
their famous lobster rolls well into the 
next generation. 

Duryea’s Lobster Deck has been bought by 
Marc Rowan, the billionaire co-founder of Apollo 
Global Management, the private equity firm. 
You can still get a lobster roll there, for $34, 
but you can also get a $95 bottle of champagne. 
And you will be eating on fine teak tables 
and chairs rather than the old plastic throw 
around furniture. 


Rowan has also purchased the old Ciao by | 


the Beach, which was often a party by the 
water well into the night. Food was mostly 
Italian, spaghetti and meatballs and the like. 
Now, after a complete renovation, it is Arbor, 
a restaurant with celebrated Chef Pierre Sudre, 
who is serving, among other things, a $98 
seafood platter. Not incidentally, Rowan has 
been coming out to a summer home he owns 
in Southampton for years. He is quite familiar 
with Montauk. 

The owners of a series of upscale restaurants 
known as The Grey Lady in Aspen, Nantucket 
and the Lower East Side, are now the new 
owners of the Harbor Raw Bar and Lounge, a 
nightclub hangout. 

Look what happened to Gurney’s Inn. 
Run- down and - skirting bankruptcy, 
it was sold by the Monte family to George 
Filopoulos, who has a house in the Hither Hills 
section of Montauk and is the owner of 
Metrovest Equities, a longtime property 


development company based in Manhattan. 
Filopoulos and his partner Lloyd Goldman 
of BLDG Management Co., paid a reported 
$40 millon for Gurney’s, and with an additional 
$25 million transformed it into a top-of-the-line, 
world class resort. From the outdoor deck 
firepit to the breezy food service at the beach 
to their completely remodeled spa and main 
dining room—now the restaurant Scarpetta 
Beach—to its indoor saltwater pool of Olympic 


proportions, the only one in America, it will find — 


its place with the set that goes to Aspen, St. 
Barths, Mustique and elsewhere. 

Filopoulos and Goldman have also purchased 
the oceanfront Panoramic View, a 117-unit hotel 
that had been renting small cliff-front cabins 
facing the ocean since its founding in the 1930s. 


They paid $63.9 million for it, and are converting. 


it into 15 duplex and triplex homes between 
2,000 and 4,300 square feet in size which sell for 
$4.7 million to $12 million, each with concierge 
service and full access to Gurney’s Resort and 
Seawater Spa—which means they can choose 
different days at four different restaurants at 
Gurney’s before starting around again. The

Montauk. Altogether the new expanded 
Gurney’s property commands nearly 1,000 feet 
of beachfront. 

Other fishermen’s bars have been sold, 
with the new money coming in to keep them 
much as they were in the heyday of the 
fishermen. One is Trail’s End, which its new 
owner, businessman Michael Nasti, purchased 
for $2.2 million and is changing its name to The 


Tauk @ Trail’s End and moving a bit upscale. 
Nasti has been vacationing in Montauk for 
23 years. 

And there is more to come. Gosman’s, the 
477-seat restaurant and resort center on 


14 waterfront acres, is now for sale 
for $52.5 million. 
The new town laws have had. their 


effect. The new rental registry requires a list 
of all the people who will sleep at a 
registrant’s home every night with a limit 
to the total based on the number of 
bedrooms in the house. (Bye-bye, group 
houses. The architect-designed home of my 


late parents with its stunning sunset views, was 


sold to someone who turned it into one for a 
while.) Bye-bye late night noise. Last month, 
the nightspot Surf Lodge agreed to lower 
their maximum occupancy total from 445 to | 


395. They will also shut down outdoor music 


at 8 p.m. on the five days a week the town will 
allow it. 

Nobody wants Montauk to be another 
town on the Jersey Shore. The reality 
show Summer House, which will purportedly 
feature young people living at a group 
house sleeping in numbers far above those 
allowed in houses in Montauk, was denied — 
a permit to shoot footage on _ public 
property in Montauk. Parking has now 
been banned near the Sloppy Tuna. It’s also 
been banned on Edgemere Street by the 
Surf Lodge.

It has been chosen 
because this is the strongest vehicle in the fleet. 
Full pre-check is attempted. Water level, tire 
inflation, seat adjustment, mirror adjustment, 
gas tank full, coffee in cup holder, all windows 
up, AC turned on, door lock check, brake check, 
transmission check, moon roof open, cell phone 
plugged into accessory charge slot. Adele album 
chosen from accessory, iPhone GPS choice is 
Apple rather than Google because of unhelpful 
incident five days earlier in Vermont when 
Google GPS overshot Montpelier and there was 
no mechanical lady on the GPS to warn me, so I 
wound up in White River Junction. 


Press location on Apple GPS, type in

a belief into a fact. 

In his second point he refers to “the senseless, 
tragic deaths of two people in Louisiana and 
Minnesota reminds us how much more needs to 
be done.”

Could be building a wall around 
African-Americans. Or the police. 

This is a rather pitiful response in my 
opinion, and | think it speaks to the notion that 
Trump is good at winning but that’s all. Yet 
winning is important. 

Fact is, Trump is a terrific negotiator. He 
threatens, cajoles, works things out, gets the 
best deal. He is, as he says, “all about winning.” 

Trump’s weakness is in running things. He 
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Does he want the job, or just the power? 


hires people to run things. And if he doesn’t like 
how they are running them, he fires them. Then 
tries somebody else. 

You never see Trump greeting people at 
a casino. You never see him backslapping 
customers at a resort. You never see him 
creating a kitchen recipe for a new chef. He 
wins. He licks his chops in delight and he moves 
on, leaving the pieces to be assembled and 
made to work by others. 

I submit that in many ways, Trump is like a 
dog chasing a squirrel. He loves chasing it. And 
he loves catching it. But then when he catches 
it, he doesn’t know what to do with it. 

And this leads me to a suggestion. The other 
day, reporters, noticing Trump’s enthusiasm 
for winning and his lack of any good ideas 
beyond that, asked if he were to win the 
Presidency, would he consider resigning. His 
response was interesting. He said he wouldn't 
rule out that possibility. 

I think that if Trump should win, having won 
he should hire somebody to run the country. 
Let this person he hires be the President. 
Trump would be Chairman. 

In many democracies, the office of the 
Presidency is a ceremonial post. Also elected 
is a Prime Minister. It is the Prime Minister 
who runs the country. But the President has 
the authority to fire the Prime Minister under 
certain circumstances and call for new elections. 

Thus it would be that in the present instance 
in Dallas it would be the job of the Trump- 
appointed President to offer condolences and 
an intelligent explanation of what happened 
and how to prevent it in the future. Chairman 
Trump could smile benevolently at what the 
President has done. 

For a long time now, I’ve thought that Trump, 
even if he didn’t win, ought to be given the 
title of National Public Advocate, the person 
who at newspapers and other media outlets 
gets to tell the people running things what they 
are doing wrong. 

But if he wins the Presidency, I think he 
should kick himself up to Chairman and hire 
somebody else as President. 

Thus, if the time comes when he wants to 
press the button to nuke a country he’s mad at 
and heads for the button, he’ll get waylaid by 
the President who will say “Stop, that’s my job, 
and I'll take care of it.”

for 18 adults and children for 90 days. The 
Retreat helps with transportation and clothing, 
if needed, and also has counseling services 
and case managers for the residents. “All our 
services are free and confidential. We don’t 
want anyone to be fearful to make the call,” 
Davis says. The shelter is open 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week. 

The Retreat also serves many non-residential 
people as well. “We love [Stephanie House], but 
what’s important to know is that we’re not just 
a shelter. We have counseling, advocacy, and 
we aid in mental health calls. We work with the 
police, and the police will give out our number. 
Last year we served 3,400 people,” says Davis. 

A newer program, 
Fatherhood Initiative focuses on prevention. 
“The requirement is that none of these fathers 
have abused. We help them with parenting 
skills—something we all need—relationship 
skills and job placement.” Davis explains that 
abuse often occurs due to stressors, such as lack 


of financial stability. The Fatherhood Initiative 


works to help men locate what triggers them, as 
well as prevent violence from happening in the 


first place. “We received a five-year grant from |

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the federal government for this program. We’ve 
lowered the age of participants to 16. At-risk 
fathers want to have a better relationship with 
their families.” 

Another place where The Retreat helps 
create awareness of domestic violence is in 
schools. “We go into lower, middle and upper 
schools and talk about healthy relationships. 
We address bullying and cyber bullying,” says 
Davis. Teens have the opportunity to become 
involved through leadership programs, which 
count as community service credits. “We give 
them language they can use to confront an 
‘issue. We help them recognize red flags so they 
can set boundaries. These are very important 
_ issues for teenagers, and they inspire us and 
give us many ideas as well.” The Campus Safety 
program at local colleges also works to engage 
and educate students and employees, in every 
department and at all levels, about violence 
awareness and prevention. “There are many 
education programs in the schools, one is just 
as important as the other,” Davis says. 

The Retreat is successful due to the efforts of 
more than 150 volunteers, school involvement, 
grants, community leaders, fundraising events, 
private donations, and with financial help from 
The Retreat’s thrift store in the Bridgehampton 
Commons. “We sell clothing and furniture to 
raise money for all that we do. It also helps 
our clients by providing clothing for them, 
if they need it.” The greatest success of The 
- Retreat, Davis says, is helping people. “Our 
clients are the ones—they transform their lives. 
They inspire us because they took that first 
courageous step!” sR

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Art Legend Reynold Ruffins Takes Ashawagh Hall

on’t tell his other paintings, but Artist 
Reynold Ruffins has a favorite. “It’s like 
asking which of your children you like the 
most,” he said, sitting among colorful canvases 
in his studio in Sag Harbor. “I do have a favorite, 
but I wouldn’t say which in front of the others!” 
Ruffins work is a vibrant merging of shape 
and color, where the subject of the painting 
is less important than the impression one 
receives from it..“Almost none of my paintings 
have figures,” Ruffins explains. “Some are based 
- on local things... Most of my work is acrylic on 
canvas or paper. | often use oil pastels over the 
acrylic. They give a different surface texture.” 
Some of his work is clear in what it shows; a 
bouquet of flowers broken into sharp geometrics, 
or a summer picnic as if seen through a cracked 
lens. Some, like his Adam and Eve series, take a 
traditional narrative and reduce the story to its 
purest visual form. Others are more mysterious. 
It’s in his faceless works that Ruffins plays 
with the ideas he’s always loved in art. “I’m 
interested more in shape than! am in design and 
content. Rather than using the painting to tell a 
story, my interest is using the shape and color 
to hold interest. It’s just the opposite of the 
first 50 years of my life as an illustrator, when 
telling a story was the first thing I considered.”

When asked if he would ever consider 
returning to his successful career in illustration, 
Ruffins laughed and responded “No way! It 
scares the bejesus out of me! I don’t want to be 
guided by another person’s needs like that. I’ve 
been very fortunate in my life as an illustrator 
for the most part, doing work | enjoyed as 
well as satisfying the client... But being an 
artist is particularly satisfying now... [I like] 
the excitement of an idea and the challenge of 
pursuing it, and the highlighted appreciation of 
almost anything I see.” 

On Tuesday and Wednesday, July 19 and 20, 
Ruffins and five others artists will display their 
work in an exhibit at Ashawagh Hall in Springs. 
Ruffins coordinated the exhibit to include 
many artists he has come to admire, including 


his own daughter, Lynn Ruffins Cave, who 
creates intricate beadworks. 

“{ think Lynn has enormous talent, especially 
as a designer,” says Ruffins. “She has a designer’s 
eye and a great eye for color... She loves beads. 
She has in her studio about a quadrillion beads. 
Once involved in a work she just keeps going. 
She works late into the night. And she does it 
for the pleasure, for the enjoyment of doing it.” 

“As a matter of fact, originally | thought [the 
exhibit] might be just the two of us,” Ruffins 
explains. “But of course in a hall that size it 
wasn't possible ... I like Ashawagh Hall and 


I wanted to use the opportunity to do it on 


my own and with people who were worthy of 
having a show. Ashawagh Hall has a history. 


Jackson Pollock and abstract expressionists, 
not that our work reflects theirs, but it’s just 
a very comfortable viewing space. All of us 
have different approaches and styles but 
they won’t overlap or clash. They might even 
complement each other.” 

Alongside Reynold Ruffins and Lynn Ruffins

There’s almost a_ nostalgic 
quality to this painting. Is that 
a typical element of your work? 

While it’s true that I’m 
attracted to older things that 
have some -character, and this 
group certainly has that, I think 
what I’m really interested in are 
the off-beat scenarios that relate 
somehow to what I’m feeling 
in my life. I sometimes think 
that most of my paintings, at 
least the ones that have some 
weight to them, are really just 
self-portraits. 

As | look at this cover painting, 


what I tune into is that everyone 
in the group is having a fine time 
except the fellow in the white 
shirt. His mind is elsewhere and 
that creates a subtle tension for 
me that I find interesting. I like it 
when a painting makes me start 
to wonder, what’s going on here?

Normally I prefer to paint from 
life. However, the models for this

What’s your background in art? 
I grew up in a family of artists, where | was 


- constantly drawing funny pictures. | had some 


fine art classes in college. After that I tried my 
hand at cartooning and sold some work to King 
Features Syndicate as well as The New Yorker 
and other publications. Around 1995, I got into 
painting and for the next several, exciting years, 
spent most of my time painting landscapes 
on location. Of all the teachers I’ve ever had, 
painting from nature was where I learned the 
most. In 2006 I left my corporate day job and 
began painting full time. In 2014, I received 
a Pollock-Krasner grant, which enabled me 
to open my studio in Setauket. This was a 
wonderful opportunity for me and I’m very 
grateful to the Pollock-Krasner Foundation. 
I had a nice career moment recently as | 
exhibited in ArtHamptons this year for the first 
time. In addition to exhibiting and selling my _ 
work, I also teach painting out of my studio and — 
also at the Art League of Long Island in Dix Hills. 


How would you describe the art scene on the 
East End? 

The East End art scene is in a sacred, creative 
land, filled with the ghosts of great artists who 
shaped the direction of art history.

My garden is comprised of 


plants—in a way that works. 
Gardens that are very personal 
statements are my favorites. | 
like to see evidence of the 
individual who created the 
~ garden, and keeps creating it. 

I plant and maintain three vegetable gardens. In 
the height of summer, it seems like the plants triple 
in size during the week. In the past, I haven’t grown 
a vegetable garden for myself, but this year I planted 
green beans, potatoes and tomatoes. One of my 
coworkers planted cucumbers for himself (and me). 
Now, I realize | should have planted veggies in 
the past as I enjoy having them in my own garden. | 
don’t have the best soil, the sun isn’t very plentiful 
and my watering schedule isn’t consistent. But 


despite these harsh conditions the plants still 


produce! They’re indomitable. 

If you don't have a vegetable garden, you can 
still grow tasty veggies amongst your flowers or in 
pots. One of those big tomato plants would look 
beautiful next to some colorful blooms. I would be 
brave and plant beans from seeds. What have you 
got to lose? Beans grow as either bushes or vines. 
I prefer vines: they produce until the first frost. 


|) plants that interest me. 
_ Somehow, I’ve been able to. 
_ put together everything— 

vegetables, flowers, leafy 


New beans keep coming as long , 
as the vine is alive. Bush beans | 
provide several pickings, but are | 
best when new seeds are planted | 
about every three weeks. I like to | 
see structures in my garden, so | 
I build bamboo teepees for the | 
bean vines to wind around; The 
garden centers still have some 
vegetable plants, but hurry— 
they'll all] be snapped up soon. 

In mid-August [ll plant seeds 
for a fall crop of kale, carrots 
and beets. If I didn’t have a “real” 
vegetable garden at home, I'd 
make sure to find space in my 
flower garden for a few seeds. If | 
you do this, you might be inspired | 
to make a small plot next year! 

The lotus plant in a large plastic 


pot next to my small pond is Bamboo teepees lend form in the garden 


finally sending up leaves, and | 
await its yearly bloom. I’ve had this 
plant for at least 11 years—in the same pot, in the 
same location. | don’t do anything for it except water 
it when I add water to the pond. The lotus produces 
only one flower per year, but some of my neighbors 
come over to see the bloom. The bud takes about one 
week to develop and the flower lasts three days. The 
whole process is magical, | think. 

I’m not the best gardener at my own house—the 
shoemaker’s children, as the expression goes—but 


; the plots I tend at my home are 
| certainly examples of my sense 
of gardening beauty, growing and 
maintenance philosophy, and a 
place to experiment with design 
and individual plant varieties. 

I don’t have much of a lawn, but 
the spaces between my various 
garden beds are now ablaze with 
Lychnis coronaria (rose campion), 
with its magenta flowers above 
gray foliage. The rose campion is 
accented by the small, daisy-like 
flowers of tansies I planted in the 
same area, and purple verbena 
= that regrew from'last year. There’s 
~ also the even darker purple of 
f, 2a Red Dragon contorted hazel 
gplant that contrasts nicely with 
£an assortment of low plants with 

variegated (two tone) leaves. In 
the back, I’m “experimenting” with 
a patch of red heuchera (another 
foliage-focused plant, this one with bright red leaves 
as the name would suggest) and the addition of three 
orange roses that I just had to have. They definitely 
make for a very personal “garden statement” that, | 
think, surprises passersby!

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The Perfect Beach Break: Lunch at Sloppy Tuna

Mw uch has been made of how chaotic Montauk 


can be during the summer months. Groups 
have been formed. Meetings held. Opinions opined. 
Well, add another opinion to the mix: the Sloppy 
Tuna is a great, low-key place to grab lunch and enjoy 
_the sunshine. 
- One of the first things you'll notice is that the 
hashtag ‘#respectmontauk is emblazoned on 
everything from menus to the backs of T-shirts, 
and for good reason. The Sloppy Tuna has turned a 
corner. On a pre-4th of July Monday, the crowd was 
- a mix of young, old and families enjoying the sunny 
day. Good cheer abounded. 

If you're lucky enough to grab a seat on the upper 
deck, decorated with potted palms for a “tropical 
feel,” you'll be treated to views of the ocean and 
beach-goers frolicking in the sand and waves. It’s a 
‘great place for people watching. Even if you’re under 
the roof of the “inside” dining room, it’s completely 
open between the outside and interior spaces. Bar 
tables for two are lined up next to large windows that 
_ open wide to the dunes below. 

The vibe is casual—no muss, no fuss. Classic 
rock plays over the speakers. Tables are simply set 
with neatly wrapped silverware and the waitstaff 
are smartly dressed in the aforementioned T-shirts 
-@respectmontauk). There’s a refreshing lack of 
pretention: all are welcome. Order a cocktail, because 
it’s time to relax. 

Speaking of, the Deadliest Catch (billed as Sloppy 


Tuna’s “secret signature rum punch”) is made from 
four types of rum and three juices. It’s hard to go 
wrong with a mix of coconut, pineapple and whatever 
the secret ingredients are. The drink is delicious, not 
overpoweringly sweet and with just the right amount 
of tartness to balance all the flavors. Other enticingly 
named drinks are the Sloppy Poppy (a Bloody Mary), 
the Sloppy Brazilian (acai vodka and lemonade) and 
the Tunarita (the Sloppy version of a margarita)...are 
you sensing a theme? 

But what about the food? For a starter you might 
consider the Arugula Salad, tossed with fresh 
strawberries, goat cheese and shaved red onion, 
with a red wine vinaigrette. The ratio of dressing to 
roughage is perfect, and the creaminess of the cheese 
pairs well with the strawberries and red onion. An 
unusual combination, but one that works. 

The bartender was overheard recommending 
the tuna wrap (a full tuna steak, not tuna salad) to 
a young woman. Fish does seem like an appropriate 
choice, given the proximity of the ocean. 

. Absolutely get the Baja Fish Tacos. The fish is ahi 
tuna, lightly battered and fried to perfection: neither 
too greasy nor dry, but crispy, with just the right 
amount of salt. Two soft tacos come with the order, 
arranged in one of those nifty metal taco-holders. 
Diced tomatoes, shredded cabbage and sriracha sour 
cream round out the fillings. Squeeze some lime over 
the top and you’re ready to dig in! At first glance, the 
enormous tacos seem like an impossible feat, but the 
fish is so light that if you come to the table hungry, 
you can handily finish them—though it’s doubtful

you'll have room for dessert. 

Other menu items that tempt are the Beer Battered 
Clam Strips and the Asian Grilled Tuna Salad (mixed 
greens, crispy wontons and miso dressing). And let’s 
not forget the Lobster Mac and Cheese, a masterpiece 
of buttery lobster and cheesy pasta. 

Wash it all down with a domestic or imported 
beer from a list that includes Red Strip and Montauk 
Summer Ale. Or, go for a bottle of rosé, as one young 
couple did...during lunch...on a Monday! Summer 
really must be here. ga

Don’t Miss the Ballyhoo at Bay Street

or most of the characters in Bay Street Theater’s 

The Last Night of Ballyhoo by Alfred Uhry, 
Judaism is less a faith than a given circumstance— 
they were born that way, so it’s best to just address 
it and move on. A romantic comedy set in Atlanta, 
Georgia in December, 1939. in the home of the 
well-to-do German Jewish Levy/Freitag family, 
The Last Night of Ballyhoo often feels like a sweet 
trifle from a more innocent time—until the colorful 
characters are forced to face uneasy truths about

faith, social standing and class. 

Boo Levy (Ellen Harvey), a widow who lives with her 
brother Adolph Freitag (John Hickok) and widowed 
sister-in-law Reba Freitag (Dori Legg), is desperate 
to find a suitable gentleman to take her starry-eyed 
daughter Lala (Erin Neufer) to the Ballyhoo, the 
biggest festival of the year at their Jewish country 
club. Lala, constantly at odds with her harsh mother, 
has lived at home for years since dropping out of 
college after a vague incident and would rather talk 
about more important things, like the Gone with 
the Wind movie premiere. Adolph’s new assistant,

Brooklyn transplant Joe Farkas (Ari Brand), meets 
and falls head over heels for Reba’s intellectual and 
beautiful daughter Sunny (Amanda Kristin Nichols), 
while Boo scrambles to snag wealthy Louisiana boy 
Peachy Weil (Daniel Abeles) as Lala’s date. 

The wonder of Ballyhoo is how fresh it feels, despite 
the liberal use of familiar tropes and conventions. 
Lala is jealous of the more secure, stable Sunny, 
but their sibling-like argument takes a serious turn 
when Lala cries about “looking” more Jewish than 
her blonde cousin. Boo doesn’t approve of the less- 
refined Joe, but it’s not his lack of Southern manners; 
it’s his pride in growing up in a traditional Jewish 
household. The undercurrent of self-hate and shame 
gives Ballyhoo a modern relevance that intentionally 
conflicts with the Technicolor story unfolding on 
stage, and the play is all the more memorable for it. 

~The performances are strong across the board. 
As Boo, Harvey is both infuriating and extremely 
sympathetic. You'll wince at some of the things Boo 
says—her use of one particular derogatory term will 
surprise you—but Harvey’s layered performance will 
make sure you understand where she’s coming from. 
Neufer is a delight as Lala, a dreamer who would 
rather fantasize than actually go out and make a life 
for herself. 

And Abeles, with a deep Southern drawl, is 
downright charming as the smarmy but oddly 
endearing Peachy, giving the character an ironic, 
self-aware ignorance—Peachy may say rude things 
and revel in his old money, but there’s a sense that 
he knows how. he comes across and is completely 
okay with it. As the fish-out-of-water Joe, Brand nails 
the “nice Jewish boy;” plenty of people are going to 
wish they had a Joe to set up with their kids. 

Directed with a playful touch by Will Pomerantz, 
the production of Ballyhoo is as charming as 
its characters. Alexander Dodge’s set, which at 
first appears to be a traditional single interior, 
has a surprise or two that adds spectacle to the 
proceedings. The production design nails the period, 
be it sound designer Jane Shaw’s clever use of music 
or the lovely costumes by Lindsay W. Davis. 

It’s easy to predict a happy ending in The Last Night 
of Ballyhoo, which is all too rare for a play about 
religious issues, but Uhry is careful to remind the 
audience that just because the central conflicts are 
resolved, things may not always be smooth sailing. 
An exchange late in the play between Adolph and 
Boo in which the siblings discuss how different they 
thought their lives would be is a poignant moment. 
And the final scene, which won’t be spoiled here, is 
quietly powerful and very satisfying.

Just this month 
he opened his own restaurant, Bistro Eté, in the 
former Robert’s space in Water Mill! But, actually, 


his finely tuned cooking skills hew to the traditional 
French and Mediterranean cuisines. The mastery he 
brings to his work is often what sets it apart. 

Why was Paviou moved to write these books? 
He says, “I have so many great stories!” Quite a 
few strands of a rich life are tied up in this first 
book in the series. And the Veuve Clicquot flows 
like water...One might wonder if a passage like “He 
knew the first time he’d looked into her eyes that 
she was for him, that somehow she would complete 
him, like he’d get back a part of him he hadn’t even 
known was missing,” could have been inspired 
by his relationship with his. wife Liz, whom he 
married in February.

action book.” He’s not that familiar with the romance 


novel genre. He’s working from primal instincts. It’s- 


unusual for the central character of a romance novel 
to be a man. 

More unusual still for a manly-man to write a 
romance novel. It’s an interesting take. 
_If you’re a woman reading this -book, you will 
have questions. How has the love interest, an 
intelligent woman in the 21st century, put up with 
her no-good husband for so long? How did she 
get herself so stuck in such a loveless marriage?

You can still get the same great full-spectrum 
protection without leaving a white film on your skin. 


What are some common mistakes made when 
applying sunscreen? 

The two biggest mistakes are not putting enough 
on and not reapplying frequently enough. You 
should be putting on suntan lotion 20 minutes before 
exposure as well. 


What suncare products do you use?
